The Breckinridge Farm Bureau has 
established offices in the J. R. Esk- 
ridge Building in the Court House 
square in Hardinsburg. It is ideally 
situated, accessible to farmers at all 
times, and it is expected that they 
will make it their headquarters while 
in town The County Agent will make 
his headquarters in the Farm Bureau 
office and any farmer whether a 
there. A competent stenographer has 
been secured who wOl have charge of 

the office. 

Beginning with this issue of the 
paper a regular Farm Bureau column 
will be published each week. This will 
contain matters of interest and value 
to Bureau members and oUwr farmers. 
Water OUsa Method 

of Preservinc Eggs. 
A good method for the preserva- 
tion of eggs is the use of water glass 
or sodium silicate. If the price of wat- 
er glass (soditmi siliMte) is about 30 
cents a quart, eggs may be preserved 
at a cost apprpximately 3 cents a 
dozen. It is not desirable to use water 
glass a second time. 

Use 1 quart of sodium silicate to 0 
jguarts of water that has been boiled 
and cooled Place the mixture in a 
.'5-galloii crock or jar. This will be 
sufficient to preserve 1.") dozen eggs 
and v\ill serve as a guide for the 
quantity to preserve larger number 
of egRs 

( 1 ) Select crock and clean it 
thoroughly, after which it should be 
scalded and allowed to dry. 

Ci) Heat a n\iantit\ of water to the 
boiling point and allow it to cool 

\\ heii cool, measure out 9 (piarts 
of uater, place it in the crock, and 
add 1 (juart of sodium silicate, stor- 1 
ring the mixture thoroughly. 

(4) The eggs should be placed in 



the solution. If sufficient eggs are not 
obtainable when the solution is first 
made, additional eggs may be added 
from time to time. Be very careful 
to allow at least two inches of the rol- 
ution to cover the eggs at all timea. 

(5) Place the crock containing the 
preserved eggs in a cool, dry place 
well covered to prevent evaporation. 
Waxed paper covered over and tied 
around the top of the crock will ans- 
wer this purpose. 

Pfavt Crcp of Pttatoea 

aa lead lar Second Crcp. 

As many farmeri. are showing n- 
terest in the 'Using of first crop po- 
tatoes as seed for the second cr'>p 
the writer believes it wise to take this 
aubject up in this cohuna Main. The 
following precaution shotiM be taken: 

(1) Dig the first crop as soon aa 
possible 

(t2) Use only well matured atock. 

(3) Place the potatoes in a shady 
place, if possible under a tree where 
there will be shade but not in the 
direct sunlight. 

(4) sprinkle once each day with 
water. 

(5) Do not cover with straw. 

(0) Plant only seed that has pnt Out 

sprouts. 

This method has in some cases giv- 
en good results, however in many in- 
stances poor stands have resulted 
from the improper care of the seed 
before planting. The stand secured 
will depend entirely from the care of 
the first crop after digging until they 
.•:re planted. It usually take-, from two 
to three weeks to prepare seed for 
|)lanting. by using this method it will 
probably be advisable to wait as late 
as August 10, if necessary, to plant 
the second crop in order that the seed 
may be well sprouted.
